, what to say. However, by dint 
of hot eating a good dinner, and 
despite two ladies on either side 
of him who were not going to let 
him think of his speech, he man- 
aged to catch sight of a statute of 
the Iron Duke, Wellington, and 
the hero of Trafalgar, the rugged 
Nelson, at the f hr end of the bah : 
quet hall. This inspired him and 
furnished him with a theme. 
When his turn came, he did him- 
self proud. His ability to think 
on his feet before an audience 
had stood him in good stead. 

Professor Fraser told of George 
Washington’s prowess in the in- 
ter-collegiate debating field. To 
put it in his language: “George 
Washington licks its collegiate 
opponents, and in George Wash- 
ington, Columbian licks Need- 
ham.’’
